Severe Weather Notes - D-Day For Us 
- Joel, KB9RH 


This very active severe weather 
season continues. For the most 
part, the most severe thunderstorms 
remained to our west, but in early 
SKY WARN June the activity shifted into the 
u state of Indiana. Late in the evening 
of May 30th, four brief tornado 
touchdowns occurred in Wabash, Adams, Van Wert, 
and Putnam counties. In addition, from May 30 to 
June 4, nine tornadoes were confirmed in the central 
part of the state. 


On Friday, June 6 it was our turn. A series of thunder- 
storm complexes with tornadoes and damaging straight- 
line winds began in southwest Missouri and caused 
damage in an arc all the way to Toledo. 


Numerous spotter reports of high winds, funnel clouds/ 
tornadoes, and storm damage were called in from Wells, 
Adams, southern Allen County, as well as Van Wert, 
Putnam, and Allen counties in Ohio. Many thanks to 
everyone who participated that evening. Your reports 
helped confirm some of the tornado and severe thunder- 
storm warnings issued by the National Weather Service. 
As of press time, no serious injuries had been reported, 
but there was extensive property damage and power 
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outages across those areas. 


And it’s wasn’t over. Storm Prediction Center forecasts 
indicated the risk of more severe thunderstorms in the 
following days. 


Some operating notes: we are not interested in reports 
of tornado sirens sounding. Nor are we interested in 
clear skies or rainbow reports. Also, please remember 
we have to give priority to the more severe reports such 
as tornadoes/funnel clouds. Please hold your lower- 
priority reports (rainfall totals, etc.) until the radio traffic 
lightens up. It’s not that your report isn’t important, but 
we have to prioritize any life-threatening condition. 


If you have something to report and there is no official 
watch or net in operation, please give your call-sign 
and indicate you have a severe weather report. If severe 
weather is threatening, we may be in “standby” mode. 
Someone can take your report and call it in to the Na- 
tional Weather Service. This was the case on May 30 
when there were four brief tornado touchdowns and no 
official watch at the time. In a couple of those cases, 
there was also no tornado warning in effect. 


The biggest concern this year continues to be deaths 
from tornadoes. As of June 6, 112 people have lost 
their lives - 3 in Indiana. Almost half of the victims 
(51) were in mobile homes, and 14 were in vehicles. 
This should be a reminder to please review your tornado 
safety rules, especially if you are a mobile spotter. One 
additional reminder: in a high-wind situation, please 
point your vehicle into the wind. Car and trucks are 
designed to drive at high speeds, so your vehicle should 
not be damaged. However, if the wind hits your vehicle 
broadside, the outcome could be different. It’s not un- 
common for 18-wheelers to be blown over in very high 
winds. It’s not necessarily the high-profile vehicle, but 
the broadside winds. 


Thanks again for all your reports, and please be careful 


out there.

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Where Is Solar Cycle 24 
: Headed?

Since the scientific com- 
munity hasn’t agreed on a 
single-consensus prediction 
for the magnitude of Cycle 
24, we have two predictions. One group believes Cycle 24 
will peak in late 2011 with a smoothed sunspot number of 
140. The other group believes Cycle 24 will peak in mid 
2012 at a smoothed sunspot number of 90. See the accom- 
panying figure for both predictions. 


Right now we’re mired down in the solar minimum period 
between Cycles 23 and 24. Although the first sunspot of 
Cycle 24 was seen on January 4, the second new sunspot 
of Cycle 24 didn’t appear until 3 months later - on April 
13. And the third sunspot of Cycle 24 showed up on May 
5. But Cycle 23 sunspots are still more abundant than Cycle 
24 sunspots, so we still have a long way to go before Cycle 
24 really starts ramping up. 


Looking at the two predictions indicates we should be 
able to tell with pretty good confidence in mid 2009 which 
prediction of Cycle 24 might be most accurate. The predic- 
tion of the larger cycle should result in a smoothed sunspot 
number of around 45 in mid 2009, while the prediction of the 
smaller cycle should result in a smoothed sunspot number 
of around 25 in mid 2009. 


Unfortunately, smoothed sunspot numbers are heavily aver- 
aged to remove the daily and monthly spikes from the plot 
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(hence a smooth curve). The calculation of the smoothed 
sunspot number for, say, July 2009 requires monthly mean 
(average) sunspot numbers for the months of January 2009 
through January 2010. Thus we won’t know the smoothed 
sunspot number for July 2009 until February 2010. That’s 
about a year and a half from now, and it’s how long we’d 
have to wait to tell what Cycle 24 might do with decent 
confidence. 


Can we take a different approach and come up with an earlier 
estimate? Yes, we can, but it will result in less confidence. It 
involves matching the two Cycle 24 predictions to previous 
cycles, and using historical monthly mean data to estimate 
a monthly mean in July 2009. 


The large cycle prediction best matches Cycle 4. The small 
cycle prediction best matches Cycle 13. Going through this 
exercise says we would expect a monthly mean sunspot 
number from 35 to 40 in July 2009 for the smoothed sunspot 
number to come out around 45 for July 2009 (large Cycle 
24). Likewise, we would expect a monthly mean sunspot 
number from 15 to 20 in July 2009 for the smoothed sun- 
spot number to come out around 25 for July 2009 (small 
Cycle 24). 


So what’s this all mean? It means we’ll take a preliminary 
look at the status of Cycle 24 in the July 2009 column. If 
anything comes up earlier to pin down where Cycle 24 is 
headed, it will be reported here. In the meantime, the best 
thing to do now is get on 6 m to take advantage of sporadic 
E throughout the summer (there have already been some 
good nights - even for my 100 W to a halo at 20 feet) and 
get on the low bands this fall/winter.
